Ready to Move Toward 
Position of Other 
Countries — British 
Foreign Minister 


Joins Talks. 


LONDON, April. 17 (AP)— 
The United States and three 
other Western powers hailed 
Russia’s plan for a controlled 
bar on nuclear tests today as an 
important move toward a partial 
disarmament agreement. 

The American delegate, Har- 
old E. Stassen, told the five- 
power United Nations disarma- 
ment subcommittee his country 
is ready to move toward the 
position of other governments 
in order to further the quest 
for a limited treaty. 

Stassen said he will shortly 
present proposals of His own 
with the aim of speeding the 
search for an agreement. 

The Russians Friday pro- 
posed a two or three-year sds- 
pension on all nuclear tests and 
agreed to admit international 
teams of inspectors into the 
Soviet Union to insure that the 
moratorium was respected. Sim- 
ilar inspection squads would be 
stationed in the United States, 
Britain and the Pacific area. 

Lloyd Joins Discussions. 

The five-nation subcommittee 
met for 75 minutés today under 
the chairmanship of British 
Foreign Selwyn Liogd, 
who explained his unexpected 
attendance was due to the fact 
that the talks now had reached 
“an important stage.” 

Lloyd then declared there 
now was ground “for a construc- 
tive examination of what should 
form the parts of a partial 
agreement” on disarmament. 

When Russia’s delegate, Val- 
erian Zorkin, spoke he agreed 
that negotiations had reached 
the point when the elements of 
an agreement should be defined. 

The subcommittee, compris- 
fing the United States, Britain, 
France, Canada and the Soviet 
Union, adjourned until Thurs- 


day. 

Stassen, the Soviet, French 
and Canadian delegates all wel- 
comed Lloyd’s presence at the 
meeting. Britain normally has 
been represented by Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs Alan 
Noble. 

There was no_ indication, 
however, that other foreign 
ministers might hurry. to Lon- 
don to join the discussions. 

Stassen’s Comment. 

Stassen told the group the 
United States was still studying 
the Russian plan, but that he 
could say it represented an im- 
portant move toward agreement 
on a partial disarmament treaty. 

The American did not indi- 
cate precisely, however, whether 
the United States would change 
its policy on nuclear tests to 
eonform with the Russian posi- 
tion. The United States, with 
British, French and Canadian 
support, hitherto has coupled 
any projected bar on nuclear 
tests with a control] bar on nu- 
clear weapons production. 

French delegate Jules Moch 
and Canadian Delegate David 
Johnson raised other aspects of 
disarmament contro] in their 
discussion of the Soviet plan, 
but both unreservedly wel- 
comed the Soviet move as a

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Supreme Court Frees Five Reds, 
Grants New Trial to Nine Others 


Overrules Conviction of California Group 
on Charge of Plotting to Teach Over- 
throw of Government. 


WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP) 
—The Supreme Court today 
freed five convicted California 
Communist leaders and ordered 


new Smith Act trials for nine 
others. ~ 

All 14 had been convicted in 
1952 on charges of plotting to 
teach violent overthrow of the 
United States Government. 

The court split 6 to 1 in free- 
ing the five outright on the 
ground that evidence against 
them was “clearly insufficient.” 

Justice Harlan delivered the 
court's opinion, joined by Chief 
Justice Warren and Justices 
Black, Frankfurter, Douglas, 
and Burton. 

Black and Douglas said they 
favored freeing all 14, without 
new trials for the nine. 

As he has in several other 
recent cases involving the Red 
issue, Justice Clark dissented 
bitterly. Clark, a former At- 
torney General, said the ruling 
“frustrates the purpose of the 
Congress ... to curb the grow- 
ing strength and activity of the 
(Communist) party.”

SUPREME COURT 
REJECTS APPEAL 
IN RADAR CASE 


WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP) 
—The Supreme Court today re- 
jected a motorist’s appeal from 
a speeding conviction based on 
radar evidence. 

The case was the first of its 
kind to reach the tribunal. The 
Court’s refusal to act lets stand 
unchanged the conviction and a 
Virginia law which says results 
of radar speed checks will be 
accepted as prima facie evi- 
dence against speeders. 

James Lawrence Dooley, 
attorney here, filed the appe 
after he was fined $10 on a 
charge of speeding in Caroline 
county, Va. A state trooper tes- 
tified a radar’ speed-meter 
showed Dooley traveled 62 miles 
an hour in a 55-mile-an-hour 
zone on U.S. Highway 1.

HONOLULU, June 17 (AP)— 
Japanese Prime Minister Kishi 
flew from Hawaii today for the 
United States and talks with 
President Eisenhower. 

In a brief stop at Honolulu 
he said the talks would be 
aimed at further strengthening 
the “bonds of friendship, un- 
derstanding and co-operation” 
between Japan and the United 
States.

Kishi will seek American ap- 
proval of his plan to give Japan 
a bigger economic role in non-

Latest Move in Feud 


liance Threatens to 
Dissolve Unity. 


AMMAN, June 17 (AP)—Jor- 
dan’s strained relations with 
Egypt widened further today as 
it moved to close its embassy in 
Cairo. 

The latest move In the feud 
between Jordan and the Egyp- 
tian-Syrian alliance threatened 
to dissolve what little remains 
of the Arab unity proclaimed in 
Cairo four months ago by Egyp- 
tian President Nasser, Syrian 
President Shukri Kuwatly, and 
Kings Hussein of Jordan and 
Saud of Saudi Arabia. 


Announcing yesterday that 
the embassy was being closed, 
Jordan Foreign Minister Samir 
Rifai asserted this did not mean 
breaking “political relations” 
with Nasser’s government. He 
acknowledged, however, that all 
employes were being recalled. 

Rifai told newsmen the em- 
bassy closing was “necessitated 
by the awkward Egyptian meas- 
ure” demanding the recall of 
Jordan’s envoy and could be 
considered a protest against 
Egyptian behavior. The decision 
to close the embassy was 
reached at a special cabinet ses- 
sion presided over by Hussein. 

Silent on Retaliation. 


Egyptian officials in Cairo 
were silent on whether Eygpt 
would retaliate by closing its 
embassy in Amman, It was con- 
sidered significant that Egypt's 
new envoy to Amman has not 
taken up his post as scheduled 
a month ago. 

The controlled Egyptian press 
made plain that King Hussein’s 
rift with Nasser would cost him 
Egypt’s share of the annual 
$36,000,000 Arab subsidy prom- 
ised him when Jordan broke its 
defense pact with Britain. 

Syria already has made 
known it is reneging on its 
share of the deal. Only King 
Saud of Saudi Arabia has stood 
by the agreement. Saudi Arabia 
and Egypt each promised to pay 
Jordan $14,000,000 Syria 
agreed to pay $8,000,000. 

Informed quarters predicted 
oil-rich, pro-Western Iraq will 
grant Jordan aid to compensate 
for Syria’s share. The United 
States already has paid Hussein 
half the $10,000,000 it promised 
him after he ousted leftist, pro- 
Egyptian leaders from his gov- 
ernment in the spring. 

Commenting on the Arab aid 
agreement, the Cairo newspaper 
Al Massaa said the money had 
been pledged “to help Jordan 
free itself from imperalism and 
stick to a policy of positive neu- 
tralism.” 

Nasser’s Interpretation. 

In Nasser’s lexicon, “positive 
neutrality” has meant avoiding 
all western pacts and policies 
such as the Eisenhower Doctrine 
and relying on Soviet arms and 
diplomacy fer support.

Belleville, battered by a de-

Tips on Meal Planning for the New Homemaker

HIS’ probably would be a 

far happier world if all the 

bad jokes about a bride's 
biscuits were made illegal, and 
a heavy fine were imposed upon 
anyone mentioning that tired 
old story about the couple’s first 
quarrel that started with the 
words, “like mother used to 
make.” Of course a husband 
may praise mother’s cooking— 
and why shouldn't he? After all, 
it no doubt was excellent and 
he was accustomed to it for 20 
years or more. But the wise 
bride will look upon such ref- 
erences merely as useful clues 
to her own meal planning. So 
he liked mother’s chocolate 
cake? Then chocolate cake he 
shall have, and soon. 

If the time-worn cliches are 
forgotten and if the modern 
will consider all of the 
equipment and the convenience 
foods at her command, she will 
find that meal planning isn’t 
such a chore after all 

As Irene McCabe Hentschell, 
a May bride, puts it, “If you 
have enough freezer space, and 
if you remember to stay away 


from too many starches, it 
seems to me you are pretty 
safe. I guess I'm lucky; we 


didn't eat a lot of starchy food 
at home so I just unconsciously 
avoid going overboard there. |! 
usually just plan on serving 
meat, a frozen salad and des- 
sert—then when I start count- 
ing up whether we have all of 
the things we are supposed to 
eat I usually find that we came 
out just about right.” 

But as we watched Irene plan 
her meals for the week, it soon 
became apparent that she was 
unconsciously practicing much 
that has been preached about 
striving for a balanced diet. She 
went about it in a business-like 
way, with newspaper food sec- 
tions and a few basic cook- 
books for reference; with a 
sheet of paper upon which to 
write her daily menus for r the

No Reason to Worry. 

This whole business of meal 
planning may be a bit frighten- 
ing to a brand-new homemaker. 
So much has been written about 
it and about the basic seven 
foods that are necessary for 
good nutrition that the very 
phrases may intimidate her. An 
overly -conscientious girl may 
become so concerned with try- 
ing to do a perfect job that she 
misses the fun, and fun it can 


be to plan menus that will 
please her husband 

Actually, while these things 
are vitally important and .the 
“basic seven’ are an essential 
guide, she soon will learn to 
follow this pattern of well-bal- 
anced nutrition with the great- 
est of ease. In her early days 


in the role of homemaker she 
won't go too far wrong if 
constantly keeps in mind 
things. 

The first one is her husband's 
food preferences, and obviousls 
Irene is doing just this. A bride 
needs nothing more than fem- 
inine strategy as a guide. Notic- 
ing what le orders for himself 
when they dine out, the dishes 
he enjoys most at parties, the

Of course there is one prob- 
lem that must be recognized. 
The foods that are her hus-

tained the recipe, the fact that

‘Contrast’ Key Word. 

The second important thing 
to remember is that magical 
word, “contrast.” Just that sin- » 
gle word can help her hit the 
nutritional jackpot—contrast in 
color, in texture, and in flavor. 

Colorless meals have been 
called the “besetting sin” of 
the American table, and by 
avoiding them the meal planner 
will automatically avoid many 
a pitfall, By adding color ‘to 
the meal, she usually will add 
a green or yellow vegetable; by 
striving for texture contrast 
she almost invariably will use 
raw vegetables, which are the 
vitamin-packed foods, It’s a 
simple formula, and a virtually 
fool-proof one. 

Since money spent for food 
represents a sizable portion of 
the family’s expenditure, it is 
important to_keep within the 
budget. As a general guide, ex- 
perts usually allocate one- 
fourth to one-third of the total 
spendable income for food, in- 
cluding lunches, Those last two 
words can make a big differ- 
ence, especially when both hus- 
band and wife are employed 
and buy their lunches. 

The thoughful bride will see 
to it that she always servés her 
husband a good breakfast, and 
eats one herself. Breakfast 
should represent one-fourth to 
one-third of the total day's food 
intake. Incidentally, this is a 
good time to include the citrus 
fruit or tomato juice that 
should be consumed every day. 

No matter how short time 
may be in the morning, it al- 
ways is possible to manage a 
well-balanced breakfast if one 
is determined to do so. There 
are many short-cuts; for ex- 
ample, setting the table the 
night before will avoid part of 
the morning rush and assure 
an attractive and relaxed at-

AMAL NASSER quoted Abraham Lincoln in reply to my 
question: “Are you a dictator?” — 
“Dictator or liberator, it’s how you look at it,” Egypt's 


Preseident replied with a chuckle. 


“Lincoln used to tell the fable 
of a shepherd who prevented a 


wolf from eating his sheep. To. 


the sheep he was a liberator. 
But to the wolf he was a dic- 
tator.” 

Nasser received me in his 
home in Heliopolis, a Cairo 
suburb. His office in the left- 
hand wing is plain, with simple 
green leather furniture and a 
long, flat desk piled high with 
dossiers. 

Lined on the marble mantel 
were silver-framed photographs 
of Nehru, Chou En-lai, Sukarno, 
Tito, President ~“Kuwatly of 
Syria and India’s President Ra- 
jendra Prasad. 

Nasser is a gracious host, 
completely relaxed. He speaks 
almost perfect English that be- 
comes more facile as he be- 
comes stirred, But he never 
raves or loses control. 

Program Devised. 

Looking backward for my 
benefit, Nasser methodically re- 
traced the revolution ousting 
the “corrupt” parliament, as he 
called it. 

“After the revolution we were 
without a program and so we 
took as our program the broken 


promises of a generation of cor- | 


rupt premiers,” he said. 

“From my boyhood on I al- 
ways heard politicians promis- 
ing electrification of the Aswan 
dam, more schools, social cen- 
ters, steel mills and distribution 
of land + poor farmers.

Nasser’s main worry, he con- 
fided, was keeping the living 
standard in pace with the teem- 
ing population of 24,000,000, 
with only the Nile as a water 
source. 

“In 30 years we shall double 
and. yet we cannot practice 
birth control,” he said. “It’s 
against our Moslem religion.” 

As proof that his government 
enjoys support of the masses, 
Nasser pointed out that 400,000 
small arms were passed out to 
patriots when Egypt was at- 
tacked by Israel, Britain and 
France, 

“Weren't you afraid these 
arms would be turned against 
you?” I asked. “Some reports 
claimed a revolution was brew- 
ing inside Egypt and these arms 
would be turned against your 
officers.” 

“Those intelligence agents 
who expected a revolution 
picked up their ideas at cocktail 
parties, as they usually do,” 
Nasser replied with a hearty 
laugh. “We don’t go to cocktail 
parties and so we were not 
worried. 

“We got every gun back. 
Why? Because our people are 
confident that they have a 
really national government.” 

Big Weapons Imported. 

The small arms were made in 
Egypt, not imported, Nasser 
pointed out. But the big weap- 
ons came from Russia and 
Czechoslovakia. 

“The United States refused to 
supply us tanks and airplanes 
unless we took a military mis- 
sion, too. We had seen how 
British military missions got to 
dominate our country, so we 
declined. The Russians gave us 
arms without any conditions,” 
he said.

H-bomb tests—Adm. Strauss and Dr. 
Libby—may pooh-pooh those who 
oppose these monstrous blasts. But 
nevertheless the objectors have 
achieved important concessions, to 
wit: 

The precautions at the Nevada 
shots have been stepped up a hun- 
dred-fold, Every effort is now being 
made to manufacture bombs that 
will have less fallout potential. In- 
tensive studies will now be directed 
at learning more about the effects of 
nuclear fallout on plants, animals, 
humans, Mr. Eisenhower has prom- 
ised that the United States would not 
again explode H-bombs such as 
showered tens of thousands of square 
miles and the Japanese fishermen 
with Strontium-90 dust. 

And last but not least, the outcry 
against nuclear tests has focused 
world attention on the need for 
pushing for an end to such tests and 
to the doing away with these horror 
weapons altogether if the earth is 
to survive. 

So let’s keep on protesting. Even 
an Eisenhower, Strauss or a Libby 
is not immune to public opinion.

Display of Leadership 

The death of the trial-by-jury rider to the 
civil rights bill suggests that the House will pass 
the measure, and also shows what the Eisenhow- 
er Administration can do when the chips are 
down. 

Here the chips were down. The Administra- 
tion, after several years of talking about civil 
rights, had finally proposed a limited but sound 
program: a new civil rights division in the De- 
partment of Justice, a bipartisan commission to 
investigate civil rights violations and, most im- 
portant, power for the Attorney General to seek 
injunctions in federal courts to enforce the right 
to vote and other civil rights. 

This program two things to the Ad- 
ministration. First, t meant the keeping of cam- 
paign and party piatform pledges. Second, it 
meant an effort to retain much of the inde 
pendent and Negro vote won by the Eisenhower 
campaigners last November. ; 

The program was, naturally, challenged by 
Southern Democrats. They suggested that any- 
one accused of violating injunctions obtained by 
the Attorney General be given a jury trial. And 
they expected considerable support from con- 
servative Republicans, as in the past. This they 
did not get. 

The House beat back the jury-trial provision 
by 199 to 167. While there was no record vote, 
it appears that only 30 or 40 Republicans joined 
the Southerners. And the Southerners them- 
selves concede that it was direct and positive 
White House pressure which broke the old anti- 
civil rights alliance. Representative Willis of 
Louisiana says, “I know of specific instances of 
(Republican) members who changed their minds 
under White House pressure.” 

While the White House thus won a smashing 
victory in the House, the Administration still 
faces a serious challenge in the Senate, where 
the power of the South is stronger. The Senate 
Judiciary Committee has written a jury trial 
amendment into its civil rights bill. It should 
be taken out. 

The South has given ample proof that jury 
trials in cases of violations of civil rights would 
nullify the injunctions protecting those rights. 
The Emmett Till cage, and several cases of de- 
nied voting privileges, indicate that a Southern 
jury can be less interested in civil rights or jus- 
tice than in protecting “white supremacy.” 

The Southerners of course contend that the 
right to trial by jury is a basic American right 
which should not be denied. But the amendment 
offers a novel application of this right in cases 
of injunctions. There is nothing in the Consti- 
tution specifying jury trials in such cases. The 
Constitution provides for jury trials only in 
criminal cases and in civil cases in which the 
controversy involves more than $20. 

In fact, it might prove downright unconstitu- 
tional to limit the authority of federal courts to 
enforce their orders. The injunctive power and 
the power of contempt proceedings are essential, 
and jury trial cannot be extended to these mat- 
ters without restricting authority long estab- 
lished and jealously guarded by the judiciary. 
Moreover, it must be noted that not one of the 
Southern states which thinks jury trial neces- 
sary in federal injunctive cases provides for 
jury trial as to state injunctions. 

All kinds of legal hodge-podge and plain hy- 
pocrisy are being employed against civil rights. 
And these tactics are employed essentially to 
evade the Fifteenth Amendment, which protects 
the right of all citizens to vote.

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A Large Pair of Atomic Shoes 

President Eisenhower's announced intention 
of appointing John S. Graham to replace Thomas 
E. Murray on the Atomic Energy Commission is 
a disappointment. This is no disparagement of 
Mr. Graham, a Washington lawyer who was As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy in the Truman' 
Administration. It simply means that neither 
Mr. Graham nor any other successor to Com- 
missioner Murray is likely to be as valuable a 
member of the commission as is Mr. Murray. 

In selecting Mr. Graham and former Assistant 
Navy Secretary John F. Floberg as his ap- 
pointees to fill the two vacancies on AEC, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower responds unfavorably to ap- 
peals to him from the ranks of lawmakers and 
scientists. A majority of the members of the 
Joint Senate-House Committee on Atomic En- 
ergy, the congressional watchdog over the AEC, 
asked the President to reappoint Mr. Murray. A 
group of biologists urged at the recent hearings 
on fallout that a biologist be appointed to the 
commission, as a practitioner of a science most 
sensitive to the effects of fallout on mankind. 

Mr. Graham would best take a long, earnest 
look at the shoes he proposes to step in before 
taking a step. If he is less toughly independent- 
minded than Mr. Murray—if he makes himself, 
as so many others have done, a shadow and an 
echo of Chairman Lewis L. Strauss—the con- 
trast will scarcely stand to his credit. And it 
will take a rare combination of knowledge, cour- 
age and determination to prevent the compari- 
son from being invidious indeed. 
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He Knows Why Research Is Needed 


It is in the best interests of peace for the 
United States to have the best technology in 
inventing weapons and In applying them to mili- 
tary situations, One man who fully understands 
this is Lt. Gen. James M. Gavin, who is in charge 
of Army research and development. 

Testifying on the nt need for research 
funds before a Senate Appropriations subcom- 
mittee last week, he said that Soviet Russia was 
“clearly ahead” of the United States in develop- 
ment of some new weapons a year ago. He 
added that the United States has made great 
progress since then and it is “difficult to judge” 
whieh country holds the lead now. Undoubtedly 
the United States would be in a better posture 
of defense if it were clearly in the lead. 

Gen. Gavin, who was the youngest Army 
brigadier general in World War II and had a 
distinguished record as a paratrooper, has played 
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a miajor part in developing the Army's new 


model streamlined division which is presumed 
capable of going into action anywhere quickly. 

If there is any Congressman who has any 
doubts about the indispensability of heads-up 
military research he should weigh carefully the 
words of this Army research chief who is a man 
of action as well as a master planner. 
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Grabbing for Uranitun Lands 


The objectionable aspects of the western pub- 
lic lands bill which has been introduced in. the 


United States Senate are that it would encourage . 
speculative profits and monopoly instead of pre- 


venting them as it should do. 

The mining of the uranium, monazite, colum- 
bium and tantalum in these lands—all strategic 
defense minerals—could be carried on unobjec- 
tionably under proper safeguards. It need not 
interfere with the eventual use of the lands as 
sites of hydroelectric dams and reservoirs, the 
purpose for which they have been reserved. 

As drawn, however, by Senator Dworshak of 
Idaho and Senator Barrett of Wyoming, the 
measure lacks protection of the public’s con- 
tinuing interest in these lands. It would place 
no limit on the number of claims any individval 
may locate. It would not stop speculation. 

Evidence is alréady at hand of the mischief 
which could and probably would result. Legis- 
lation opening several millions of acres of pub- 
lic lands to mining has been on the statute 
books since 1955, and it is this legislation which 
the Dworshak-Barrett bill would extend to mil- 
lions of acres more. 

In a brief two-year period a single group has 
pre-empted 87 per cent of the claims in Idaho. 
A single individual in Utah has filed on 28,240 
acres. While the claimants in Idaho are per- 
sons long active in mining, most of the acreage 
filed on in Utah is claimed by speculators. 

The consequence is that the development of 
these resources, instead of being furthered, is 
hampered until the mining rights can be bought, 
from persons interested only in reselling at a 
profit, by persons interested in actually bring- 
ing the minerals out of the ground. 

Senator Barrett both in the Senate and, be- 
fore that, as a member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, has long been active in attempting 
to open the public lands of the United States to 
private exploitation of the greediest variety. 
The particulars of the bill he is sponsoring joint- 
ly by Senator Dworshak make it clear enough 
that he remains devoted to exploiting public 
lands for predominantly private benefit. 
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To Benefit the County’s Children 

The St. Louis District Dental Society’s council 
on dental health is on the road toward fluorida- 
tion in St. Louis county. That road is labeled 
“persistence.” 

In urging the County Council to require St. 
Louis County Water Co. to fluoridate at once, 
the dental group has taken a desirable first step. 
The trick is to keep up the pressure. Nobody 
in the county government seems to know who 
has the right to order County Water Co. to 
fluoridate. The answer will never come from 
outer space; it will come only in response to 
pressure from some official body like the County 
Council. And the Council will move only in 
response to continuous pressure from a citizens’ 
group such as that of the Dental Society. 

If the dentists keep after the Council, per- 
haps the county’s thousands of youngsters will 
be enjoying fluoridation’s benefits a good deal 
sooner than they would otherwise. 
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Needed in Washington 

Ought two or more Senators leave the closing 
weeks of the present session in Washington and 
go to London as advisers to the disarmament 
conference now in progress there? This request 
has been made by Secretary of State Dulles and 
Senate Majority Leader Johnson of Texas has 
rejected it. Senator Wiley of Wisconsin, senior 
Republican on the Foreign Relations Committee, 
opposes the Johnson position and says that 
the Senate should co-operate with the executive. 

The question is not one of senatorial co-opera- 
tion with the executive branch. All reasonable 
co-operation is always desirable. One of the 
worst troubles of the Eisenhower Administration 
has been lack of co-operation of Old Guard Re- 
publican Senators with the White House and 
its policies. The problem now arises from the 
fact that Congress has entered a critical period 
when every day counts and so does every Sen- 
ator. With the two parties divided 49 to 46 (one 
Republican vacancy), the absence of two or 
moré Senators could determine the outcome of 
important legislation. 

Any absences in London just now would be 
the more serious because the assignments un- 
doubtedly would be to Senators with séniority 
on the Foreign Relations Committee. With this 
seniority would go participation and influence 
in the work of the Senaté generally. Senator 
Humphrey of Minnesota is chairman of the 
special Senate committee on disarmament and 
he in all probability would be one of those 
chosen. Yet Senator Humphrey is urgently 
needed in Washington to help get civil rights 
legislation through the Senate. 

If the decision is made on the basis of legis- 
lative urgency in Washington, then it is not 
necessary to debate the issue of whether Sen- 
ators ought to be “advisers,” as Secretary Dulles 
proposed, or at most “observers,” as Senator 
Johnson contends. As a general proposition, 
no activity by a Senator outside his chamber 
should seem to commit his colleagues. 

None of this depreciates in any way the efforts 
in London toward disarmament. Developments 
there are increasingly hopeful. They deserve 
every possible encouragement.

Recent congressional hearings on fallout brought agreement 
pe that there is danger for future mankind, if not agreement 
on degree of risk; considering this, tests of big bombs should 
be stopped; the United States could initiate cessation on its own.

The overwhelming weight of scien- 
tific opinion expressed at the recent 
hearings of the Joint Atomic Energy 
Committee seems in clear agreement 
that radioactive fallout from nuclear 
weapons tests is pregnant with danger 
for future generations of mankind. 


There are differences among the 
scientists as to the degree and im- 
minence of the danger. But the con- 
clusion seems inescapable that tests 
already conducted have, in some meas- 
ure, poisoned the 
earth’s atmosphere 
and that such tests, 
if continued, will 
have mortifying 
consequences — in 
shortening life, in- 
creasing deformity 
and impairing 
man’s fertility. 

In view of this 
consensus, it would 
be strange indeed 
if men in general; 
and men of science 
in ot pee failed 
to feel, and to ex- . ; 
press, anxiety over Willard F. Libby 
the complacency of the Atomic Energy 
Commission and its disposition to gloss 
ooet the mortal peril involved in test- 

g. 

It was ill-advised of the President, 
we think, to refer at his news eonfer- 
ence to this wave of protest disparag- 
ingly as “an organized affair.” It was, 
of course, unorganized, except to the 
extent that men of science normally 
communicate with each other; but it is 
hard to see how any impropriety would 
be involved if scientists in a country 
whose agg age guarantees the right 
of petition were to join hands in an 
effort to save posterity from contempo- 
rary folly. 

In other respects, the President ad- 
dressed himself with sober conscien- 
tiousness to the grave dilemma which 
he confronts in regard to testing. He 
is very properly concerned not alone 
with the hazards of testing but also 
with the hazards that may flow from 
allowing any other nation to surpass 
the United States in nuclear weapon 
development. 

Dr. Willard F. Libby of the AEC gave 
the joint committee the clearest state- 
ment yet offered by the commission as 
to the reasons in favor of continued 
. “Our weapons development,” 
he asserted, “would be crippled by a 
cessation of tests.” Continued testing, 


he believes, can lead to increasing ef- 
ficiency in the utilization of materials, 
to reducing the size and complexity and 
radioactive contamination of warheads 
and to increasing: their deliverability 
and yield. 


These are certainly not negligible 
considerations. And if other nations 
are to continue testing, the United 
States can hardly abandon it unilater- 
ally. This newspaper believes, how- 
ever, that the United States safely can, 
and should, assume leadership in the 
cessation of tests of the larger and 
more menacing weapons. And this 
leadership, we are convinced, need not 
await the perfection of a system which 
would forever ban the use of atomic 
weapons in war. Such a system can be 
achieved only through a complex in- 
spection agreement. Cessation of tests 
can be achieved simply by ceasing. 


There is a simple way to initiate 
cessation. It can be done by a simple 
announcement to the world that the 
United States will henceforth explode 
no atomic or hydrogen bombs of one- 
megaton size or larger so long as all 
other nations refrain from such ex- 
plosions. 


There is general agreement that exist- 
ing monitoring systems can detect any 
explosion of one megaton or more, so 
there can be no doubt that the ar- 
rangement would be: effectively self- 
enforcing. It would permit continuance 
of testing for small, tactical nuclear 
weapons which contribute less danger- 
ously to poisoning the atmosphere. But 
it would break the deadlock which is 
impelling the world to rival explosions 
of big bombs. And it would fix with 
indelible clarity the moral responsibil- 
ity for any continuance of the rivalry. 

The United States, which first de- 
veloped an atomic bomb, is the nation 
which ought to be first in curbing its 
terrible potentialities. _Here is an op 
portunity for moral leadership that can 
win the plaudits of men everywhere 
and the gratitude of all posterity. The 
risks in continued nuclear bomb test- 
ing are too great to be embraced by a 
blindfold world on the outmoded jus- 
tification of a striving for military su- 
premacy.

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Between Book Ends 
The Way of All Wealth 


SILVER SPOON, by Edwin Gilbert. (Lip- 
pincott, 509 pgs., $4.95.) 


There is always a feeling of satisfac- 
tion in seeing a promising novelist 
grow with each book, as Edwin Gilbert 
has unquestionably done with his last 
two stories. “Native Stone” was a 
knowledgeable exploration of the ethics 
of architectural practice, with an ac- 
companying scrutiny of its professional 
mores. Now comes this author’s most 
impressive sociological novel to date, 
a study of great wealth as it is used 
and abused by a family hierarchy. 

Some readers may seek to amuse 
themselves by trying to identify the 
real-life models of the Gowden clan— 
old Horace Sr., the shrewd patriarch 
who never misses a trick; John, the 
idealist who is burdened with a con- 
science; Madeline, the married daugh- 
ter who steps out of line and endan- 
gers the family’s reputation, and so on 
through the whole plush pedigree. I 
doubt, though, 
whether any of 
these characters 
can be so identi- 
fied; to me they 
seem creatures’ of 
Mr. Gilbert’s imag- 
ination. What mat- 
ters is that, indi- 
vidually and _ col- 
lectively, they per- 
sonify the state of 
mind that comes 
with the’ possession 
of great wealth. 

The Gowdens are 
not notiveau riche, 
unaccustomed to af- 
fluence and given to ostentation. They 
have always had money and property, 
and come to look on themselves as a 
kind of imperium in imperio in rela- 
tion to others. Their headquarters hab- 
itat is “Glenway,” a 4000-acre estate in 
Connecticut, in whose wooded country- 
side their quietly palatial homes are 
situated.

This is because they not only 
find Southern Democrats gener- 
ally congenial in political phi- 
losophy, but because of the 
power that Southern Democrats 
wield in Congress. This power 
derives from the very fact of 
continuous election which, 
through the seniority system, 
keeps them in key positions. 

In short, these Southerners 
with seniority’ and prestige are 
helpful to Southern business in- 
terests and these businessmen 
see no percentage in supplant- 
ing them with Republicans who 
would have to go to the foot of 
the ladder in the House and on 
committees. 

Democrats similarly are up 
against it in the Middle West in 
trying to unseat Republicans 
who, through the years, have 
become the predominant party 
there. Republicans become 
strong with their constituencies 
in the Middle West because of 
the power and influence they 
acquire in Congress by long 
tenure, which keeps them in key 
positions. 

The common conservatism of 
Southern and Middle Western 


members, though it does not 
embrace all members from 
either section, is what has 


drawn them into the long famil- 
iar coalition which often plagued 


the last two Democratic Presi- 
dents and now is giving Presi- 


dent Eisenhower and his “mod-

Hansen, Assistant 
Attorney General in charge of 
the Justice Department’s anti- 
trust division, said in a State- 
ment submitted to the subcom- 
mittee that “exemptions from 
anti-trust should not lightly be 
proferred.” He said the base- 
ball exemption should be ex- 
tended to other sports “only 
upon a very strong and clear 
showing that team sports can- 
not survive under the present 
status of anti-trust’s applica- 
tion.” 

Hansen was permitted to file 
his written statement and will 
return to be questioned about 
it later. 

He reviewed the various court 
decisions which have dealt with 
anti-trust regulation of sports. 
Then he took up briefly the six 
bills before the subcommittee. 
He took no stand on proposals 
that baseball be placed under 
anti-trust laws. He said this is 
“essentially a question of leg- 
islative policy” for Congress to 
decide. 

But he said if other sports 
are to be exempted as baseball 
is, this “turns:on issues of fact” 
and the department feels there 
should be strong proof for any 
additional exemptions. 

Hansen urged that whatever 
position Congress does take on 
anti-trust coverage of the or- 
ganization of sports, that the 
Justice Department's present 
jurisdiction over _restraints on 
the sale of radio and television 
time “not be curtailed.” He 
said there is “little doubt” that 
the anti-trust laws do apply to 
radio and TV rights for sports 
contests. 

Hansen took up boxing sep- 
arately from the team sports. 
He said that in his view, “There 
is no reasonable basis” for 
making professional boxing im- 
mune from anti-trust statutes.

TREASURY “JAM” IS REALLY JAMBOREE 


By J. A. Livingston 


AR too much nonsense has been written about United States 
Treasury financing—as if the United States Government were 
in dire straits, as if it couldn't raise money to pay its debts, 


as if it were going to default. 
Emissions of alarm come 
from persons who ought to 
know better. One economist 
says the Treasury finds itself 
in a “desperate financial jam.” 
Writers in Wall Street use the 
word “crisis” as freely as teen- 
agers use the word “fabulous.” 
The Treasury has a problem. 
Federal outlays are rising while 
tax receipts are just barely 
yy expenditures. About 
$35,000,000,000 in maturing ob- 
ligations still must be refunded 


this year. On top of that, cash- | 


| 


ins of savings bonds continue | 
to exceed sales and this requires 


the raising of new money to 
pay off the redeemers. 

That's the problem Secretary 
of the Treasury George M. 
Humphrey and his successor-to- 
be, Robert B. Anderson, have 
on their hands. A debt of $274,- 
000,000—by its sheer size—is 
a constant problem. Many men 
and women I know feel they're 
in a financial jam financing 
$1000. So, if having a debt to 
pay is a financial jam, then 
the Treasury has it—and good. 
Anc so have we aill. 

A Good-Times Jam. 

For this isn’t the Treasury's 
jam, alone. It's a New York 
State jam, a Pennylsvania jam, 
a California, Michigan, Ohio, 
American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co., Rochester Gas & 
Electric, Philadelphia Electric, 
Michigan-Wisconsin Pipe Line, 
International Business Machines 
jam. Any state, corporation or 
person needing money is part 
of the jam. 
jam. The temptation is to use 
the word jamboree! 

A depression would end 
the jam in quick style. Cor- 
porations wouldn't want to 
borrow. They'd pay off debt. 
The Federal Reserve Board 
would try to prime the busi- 
ness pump by buying Treas- 
ury securities to increase 
bank reserves.

when it becomes clear that the 
price structure has become 
topheavy and that the next 
movement must be downward.” 

It is such a turning point 
that the Federal Reserve tries 
to postpone—by making it more 
expensive for state and local 
governments, for corporations, 
for home-buyers, and for the 
Treasury, itself, to borrow. The 
purpose is to curb speculation, 
slow the boom, stretch out pros- 

But the Federal Reserve de- 
pends on the Treasury, as the 
country’s largest borrower, to 
carry out this policy, The Treas- 
ury could always raise its in- 
terest rate high enough to at- 
tract new money. But that 
would send existing Treasury 
and corporate bonds down: it 
would squeeze other borrowers. 
It might cause a money-market 
panic—a thrust toward liquid-

Wedding Gown. 


By Amy Vanderbilt 


A CHEMIST, John Van Drill, who is in the unique 


business of cleaning and preserving historical cos- 

tumes and valuable wedding gowns, has given me 
some tips for the bride who, for sentimental reasons, 
wants to be able to pass on her wedding gown to her 
children and grandchildren. 


First of all, Van Drill suggests, every girl should have 
a girl Friday to help her dress on her wedding day. This 
attendant, he thinks, should not be a member of the wed- 
ding party, because bridesmaids and matrons of honor 
are usually as jumpy as the bride herself. A reasonably 
cool and collected pair of hands, he says, will minimize 
torn buttonholes, ripped seams—and fraying of the nerves. 


Secondly, this special assistant to the bride should 
carry along a threaded needle, a spool of white thread 
and assorted sizes of safety pins just in case something 
snaps at the last minute. 


Additional emergency equipment that he suggests 
should include chalk or white talcum to camouflage any 
spots that the bridal gown may accidentally acquire. 


x * * 


THE GIRL-FRIDAY should put herself in charge of 
such vital articles as combs, cosmetics, handkerchiefs and 
other items which the bride might otherwise tuck into 
sleeve or bosom, thus running the risk of stains, bulges 
or even tears. 


“A bride should see to it,” Van Drill says, “that she 
has ample room in the car to allow her gown to spread 
and billow. If necessary, she should ride all alone in 
the back seat. And, of course, she should have assistance 
in getting into and out of the car or any other close 
place which might be difficult to navigate with gown, veil 
and hoop skirt.” 


(Many new churches now have special rooms where 
the bride may dress at the church before the ceremony 
‘~s avoid her having to run the risk of harming her gown 
in transit.) 


“Very few brides even notice the confetti in or on 
their gowns,” says Van Drill, “but most paper dyes used 
in confetti are highly ‘fugitive’ and the color will transfer 
to the gown, especially if it's a humid or damp day.” 

“Flowers,” he points out, “because of their high tan- 
nic acid content, cause more stains than any other wedding- 
day hazard—such as champagne or chicken salad—espe- 
cially if the flowers are pinned to the dress.” 

As flower stains grow increasingly worse and more 
apparent with the passage of time, Van Drill always sug- 
gests to a bride that if she wants to save her gown for a 
future generation, she have it carefully cleaned and pro- 
Wssionally packed as soon as possible after the wedding.
